The  crop  reporting  board  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  estimates,  from  the 
reports  of  the  correspondents  and  agents  of  the  bureau,  that  the 
condition  of  the  cotton  crop  on  August  25  was  57  per  cent  of  a  normal, 
as  compared  with  70.8  on  July  25,  1922,  49.3  on  August  25,  1921,  67.5 
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on  August  25,  1920,  and  65.3  the  average  on  August  25  of  the  past 
10  years. 

A  condition  of  57  on  August  25  forecasts  a  yield  per  acre  of  about 
145.2  pounds  and  a  total  production  of  about  10,575,000  bales  of  500 
pounds  gross.  The  final  outturn  may  be  larger  or  smaller  than  this 
amount  according  as  conditions  developing  during  the  remainder  of 
the  season  prove  more  or  less  favorable  to  the  crop  than  average. 
Last  year  the  production  was  7,953,641  bales,  two  years  ago  13,439,- 
603,  three  years  ago  11,420,763,  four  years  ago  12,040,532,  and  five 
years  ago  11,302,375  bales.

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SPECIAL  REPORT,  COTTON  ACREAGE  ABANDONED. 

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 

Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 

Washington ,  September  1 ,  1922. 

The  United  States  Senate  on  August  4  passed  Resolution  No.  333, 
as  follows: 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
directed  to  include  in  his  September  1  cotton  report  an  estimate  of  the  acreage  of 
cotton  abandoned  since  June  2§  up  to  August  25,  1922,  and  the  acreage  remaining  in 
cultivation  on  the  last-named  date. 

The  estimate  called  for  appears  below,  the  figures  being  based  upon 
reports  from  the  voluntary  crop  reporters  and  agricultural  statis¬ 
ticians  of  the  crop  reporting  board  in  the  cotton  States. 

As  the  condition  figure  of  the  regular  September  1  cotton  report  is 
affected  by  acreage  abandonment,  no  additional  deduction  for  the 
abandonment  here  shown  need  be  made  from  the  present  forecast  of 
10,575,000  bales  based  upon  the  August  25  condition  figure  and  the 
acreage  in  cultivation  on  June  25.
